Todays Game 

Hornets Invade Lewis Field 

Today's game pits the Fort Hays State Tigers against the visiting 
Emporia State Teachers College Hornets in an important Central Inter- 
collegiate Conference football dash. 

The invading Hornets bring a five-game losing skein into today's 
contest and would like nothing better than to pick up their first win of 
the season during CIC competition* The Hornets are a young team with 
plenty of enthusiasm and hope to mar the Tiger Homecoming celebra- 
tion by slipping a loss on the Bengals. 

FHS on the other hand, is sporting a 1-3 season mark including 
a 35-0 CIC victory over Washburn University. The Tigers hope to get 
another win under their belts and make a run for the conference title* 
FHS and Pittsburg State are defending co-champions. 

Today's game marks the 41st time these two colleges have met 
on the gridiron. Emporia holds a 24-14 advantage in the win column. 
Two of those 40 games ended in ties. FHS holds a four-game winning 
streak over the Hornets. 

The worst defeat ever administered by the arch rivals was a 40-0 
Emporia victory over the Tigers in 1942, Two years ago, FHS rang up 
its largest margin by bouncing the Hornets 42-7. Last year, the Tigers 
won a 27-13 game at Emporia* 

Emporia State is coached by Ron Blaylock, an Emporia State 
graduate in his first year at the Hornet helm. Blaylock is a former Big- 
Eight performer. He was a starting quarterback at Kansas State Uni- 
versity. He terms this year and next as rebuilding ones even though 
the Hornets are playing what the coaching staff calls the toughest 
schedule in years. 

On the homefront, FHS feels it found itself in the last two ball 
games although the coaching staff says the Tigers have been playing 
fine football since the opening game. FHS has played some of the 
finest small college football teams in the Midwest, according to the 
coaching staff. The passing of quarterback Leo Hayden, the receiving 
of Ken Cay wood and Dennis Spratt, and the blocking and defensive 
effort have continued to improve with each game and have been pri- 
marily responsible for the Tiger surge. 


Next Week's Game 

Fort Hays State entertains 
Southern Colorado State College 
here at Lewis Field Stadium next 
Saturday in a non-conference foot- 
ball contest. 

The Indians from Pueblo bring 
a 2-2-1 season mark into the fray 
(excluding today's game with Fort 
Lewis College). Wins have come 
at the expense of Washburn Uni- 
versity and Emporia State, today's 
Tiger opponent. Losses were in- 
curred at the hands of Panhandle 
A&M (Okla.), and Western New 
Mexico University. The Indians 
played the Colorado State College 
Bears to a 7-7 tie. 

FHS will face two of the fastest 
backs they have seen to date this 
season. Halfbacks Frank Hester 
and Willie Redmon pace a potent 
Indian attack with their continu- 
ous game-breaking threats. 


Last Year’s Game 

One year ago, FHS and Emporia 
State played to a 13-13 halftime 
score, then the Tigers broke it 
open with two quick touchdowns in 
the third quarter and posted a 27- 
13 CIC victory. 

Scoring touchdowns for the Ti- 
gers were Tommy Stevens, Ken 
Caywood and Rich Dreiling who 
scored twice. Quarterback Bob 
Johnson established a school rec- 
ord by connecting for four TD 
passes. 

Emporia touchdowns were scor- 
ed by end Dean Woodson and quar- 
terback Ron Moddelmog. Both are 
back with the Hornets this season.

The Busch Gross award is one 
of the highest honors an athlete 
at Fort Hays State College can 
receive. It is in recognition of 
the lifetime of service Paul 
(Busch) ) Gross gave to FH8 
that the award is given annually 
at the Homecoming football 
game. 

Busch Gross, a native of Hays, 
served as head FHS basketball 
coach from 1930 through 1946 
and was athletic director from 
1930 until his death in Decem- 
ber, 1964. Busch was an out- 
standing athlete as an under- 
graduate at FHS. He quarter- 
baciced the only undefeated, un- 
tied football team in the school's 
history in 1917.

The Kansas State Teachers Col- 
lege of Emporia is a state-support- 
ed college of teacher education and 
liberal arts. 

Located in Emporia, the Teach- 
ers College is the largest of the 
Central Intercollegiate Conference 
schools in terms of fulltime stu- 
dents* Enrollment at FHS’s sister 
institution is approximately 7,000 
students. 

The president of Emporia State 
is Dr. John E. Vissar who is com- 
pleting his first year at that spot. 
Dr. Joseph Pease is the Hornet 
athletic director and Ron Blaylock 
is the head football coach. 

The nickname of Teachers Col- 
lege athletic squads is, of course, 
Hornets, Emporia State colors are 
Black and Old Gold. The Hornets 
football offensive system is called 
a pro-set and the Emporians are 
members of the Central Intercol- 
legiate Conference, the National 
Association of Intercollegiate Ath- 
letics, and the National Collegiate 
Athletic Assn. 


Emporia State Teachers College 
graduates more teachers each year 
than any other college or universi- 
ty in the state. Almost as many 
people return to the Teachers Col- 
lege in the summer for graduate 
work as are enrolled in the other 
CIC colleges and universities. 

A faculty of approximately 350 
men and women offers a broad 
variety of courses in many differ- 
ent areas at the Teachers College. 
The mission of the college, review- 
ed and approved by the Board of 
Regents, has for 100 years empha- 
sized the preparation of teachers, 
librarians, counselors, supervisors 
and administrators for the schools 
of Kansas. Certain preprofession- 
al course sequences and liberal 
arts degree programs, closely re- 
lated to the higher education 
needs of teachers, are also avail- 
able at the Teachers College. 

On February 15, 1865, one teach- 
er and eighteen students began 
regular work in the upper room of 
a school building owned by the city 


of Emporia. The first graduating 
class (in 1867) consisted of two 
young women, and it was that year 
that the first permanent building 
was completed. Since that time, 
more than 40,000 degrees and cer- 
tificates have been issued.
